Attorney Explains Men- 
tal Twists That Led to 
Easter Sunday Crimes. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14.-——(UP)— 

With a laughing prophecy that he 
would be out of prison in 10 years, 
Robert Irwin today interrupted 
selection of a jury to plead guilty | 
to the second degree murder of 
-three persons he slew on Easter 
Sunday, 1937. 
‘The mad sculptor of Beekman 
Hill, who raged and ranted in the 
courtroom in an impassioned ex- 
planation of his decision to plead 
guilty, will be sentenced, presum- 
ably to life imprisonment, on No- 
vember 28. ; 

His counsel, Samuel S. Leibo- 
witz, noted criminal lawyer whose 
132 clients: in capital cases all 
have escaped execution, told 
Judge James G. Wallace he had 
been assured by medical experts 
that Irwin either would die of tu- 
berculosis in five years or end his 
days in prison “a gibbering idiot, 
sitting in a corner of his cell or 


peering through the bars, motion- 
ing for the world to stop and go 
at his command.” 

Gaunt, Sunken-Eyed. 

When Leibowitz had completed 
his exposition of the case and Ja- 
cob Rosenblum, assistant district 
attorney, had recommended that 
the court accept the plea, Judge 
Wallace turned to the gaunt, sunk- 
en-eyed defendant, who up fo to- 
day had been prepared to defend 
himself against the charge of mur- 
dering Ronnie Gedeon, pretty ar- 
tist’s model; her mother and 
Frank Byrnes, a lodger in the 
Gedeon home. His defense was 
one of insanity. 

Judge Wallace inquired if the 
defendant was willing to take 
such a plea of guilty. Irwin 
smoothed out his dark gray suit, 
nervously adjusted his blue neck- 
tie and stood up, a tic twitching 
in his left cheek. 

Rises With Emotion. 

“T am willing to take this plea,” | 
he said in a loud, clear voice, | 
which shook slightly with emotion. 
“But before I do I want to say 
that the prosecution has deliber- 
ately made several lying state- 
ments in this courtroom just now.” | 

He shook a gaunt forefinger, | 
its nail bitten to the quick, in the | 
direction of Rosenblum. Judge | 
Wallace interrupted. | 

“Do. you realize what this plea | 

means?” he said, “do you realize 
it means that you are pleading | 
guilty to murder?” 
_ Irwin smiled broadly. It was 
the smile of secret amusement he 
has. directed at the court on sev- 
eral occasions during. the three 
days of examining jurors. 

“Technically,” he said, “since it 
seems that everything is technical 
here, I realize that I am pleading 
guilty to murder.” 

Then his voice rose to a shout 
and his arms flailed the stuffy

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The 
changing of Atlanta’s own, the 
122d infantry, to a coast artillery 
anti-aircraft regiment to protect 
the Georgia coast in case of a for- 
eign invasion is in prospect, it 
was learned here today.

Although no formal announce- 
ment of the plan has come from 
the War Department and General 
Blanding had nothing to say to- 
day on the matter it is established 
that the wishes of the War De- 
partment have been communicat- 
ed to General Stoddard officially 
and that the reasons for the 
change are to be laid before Gov- 
ernor Rivers by the adjutant gén- 
eral. 

Coast Defense Needed. 

High army officers, who decline 
to permit the use of their names 
in the matter, said today that 


Georgia’s long coast line has only | 
‘a small battalion of artillery to 
protect it and that the general staff | 
believes that a coast artillery regi- | 


ment in the state would be far 


more valuable to the new national | 
defense plan than an infantry reg- |

“It is a generally accepted belief

It was learned on 
high authority, Rowever, that 
Wilson's stay here will be pro- 
longed and that it is improbable 
he will return unless the Hitler 
government recognizes the Semitic 
question as a problem that re- 
quires humanitarian consideration. 

Wilson is expected to sail almost 
immediately. State Department of- . 
ficials did not style his return a 
recall, as such, but said he had 
been ordered here “for consulta- 
tion.” Twice before—in 1870 and 
1872—the United States exhibited 
its displeasure over maltreatment 
of Jews by using such tactics.

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BACK TO BARBARISM 

New heartlessness and atrocity in the treat- 
ment by the Nazis of their fellow citizens who 
happen to be of the Jewish race should not 
cause surprise to the rest of the world. It is but 
the expected result of the shooting of a Ger- 
man official in Paris by a young Jew driven in- 
sane by the persecutions of his people in the 
Reich. . 

The Nazi government has not only turned 
against Christianity officially, but is proving 
by its actions it has rejected the teachings of 


mercy and love that make the New Testament 


the ethical ideal of decent mankind. They are 
proving anew the ancient truth that the in- 
dividual, the nation or the race that rejects the 
teachings of Christ just as surely reverts back 
to the barbarism that covered the earth before 
the coming of the ancient philosophers and the 
preachers of the brotherhood of man. 


There has been wonder, for some years, why - 


some desperate Jew in Germany has not assas- 
sinated Adolph Hitler. Opportunities have been 
many for such a man, resigned to sacrifice of 
his own life in order to avénge his downtrod- 
den people. The result of the Paris shooting 
may answer that question. There is, probably, 
not a Jew in all the world who does not know 
that any overt act against Der Fuehrer would 
result in untellable anguish for thousands of 
German Jews. | 

What the attitude of the civilized world to 
this new outbreak of senseless brutality against 
helpless people will be no man can tell. Britain 
and the United States have served notice they 
will expect payment of damages for any injury 
to the property of British or American Jews. 
That is merely a legal technicality, paving the 
way for suits in the German courts. 

It is unlikely, at the. present time at least, 
that either of the two great democratic nations 
would resort to force to protect the Jews of 
Germany. Yet force is the only argument to 
which Hitler and his followers give ear. 

As the future fate of the German Jews reads 
today, it seems they will have to wait for that 
justice which comes not of man, but from those 
Divine mills which proverbially grind so slow- 
ly, even though they eventually grind exceed- 
ing small. 

The faith of a civilized world will not be- 
lieve’that barbarism such as that perpetrated 
upon the Jews by the Nazis can go indefinitely 
unanswered. Tragedy is the certain outcome of 


those who sow the teeth of the dragon. Bru-- 


tality against the helpless must, someday, re- 
bound against those who invoke it. 

Adolph Hitler and his followers are piling 
up a fearful score against themselves in the 
scrolls of fate, a score that must be paid be- 
fore the story is finished. 


THRIFT 

From the days of pioneer life thrift has been 
a fundamental American characteristic. The 
early settlers, of course, had to be thrifty to 
the point of tightness. Otherwise, they scarcely 
could have survived. Furthermore, they could 
never have acquired the necessary capital to 
improve and develop the country. 

It is probably by comparison with this state 
of frugality that the impression is now given 
thrift is no longer a highly regarded attribute 
in American life. Indeed, considerable concern 
has been expressed In'séme quarters anent the 
absence of the will to conserve, which is 
thought to have taken possession of the na- 
tional character. 

But there seems to be little cause for anxiety. 
Although the enervating doctrine that the state 
owes everybody a living, as well as an old age 
competence, has gained considerable headway, 
the people as a whole have not relaxed in their 
efforts to provide for the inevitable rainy day. 
Take a glance at the records. The trend indi- 
cates thrift. 

Bank deposits were $41,500,000,000 in 1933. 
In 1937 they had reached. $59,800,000,000. A 
gain of 44 per cent. 

Savings deposits in banks were $21,100,000,- 
:000 in 1933. In 1937 they had reached $25,200,- 
000,000. A gain of 19.4 per cent. 

Estimated total assets of credit unions, such 
as reported to the United States Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics, increased from $35,300,000 in 
1933 to over $90,000,000 in 1937, a gain of more 
than 150 per cent. .

THE LESSON OF MADRID 
The determination of a people to withstand 
a foe has been seldom better exemplified than 
in the story of the people of Madrid. In that 
city every conceivable weapon of modern war- 
fare has been utilized in an effort to break the 


morale of the people. All the developments of 


the warmongers have been turned against the 
beleaguered inhabitants, but in contrast to 
theoretical terror has been the practical adapt- 


ation of the populace to conditions of life 


which woud seem unsustainable in normal 
times. | 
One may read in this story of two years of 
terror the essence of the spirit which has made 
of democracy a vital framework of life. In 
Germany and Italy the development of democ- 
racy had been strangled, so there was no re- 
sistance when the impact of Fascism struck at 
the core of government. On the other hand, in 
Spain there had been through the years a 
modicum of education in the democratic process 
which enabled a fusion of spirit against the 
driving force of the Fascist structure. Without 
that the staunch battle of the last two years 
would have been impossible. Because at the 
outset of the struggle the leftist elements ap- 
peared more prominent, a popular misconcep- 
tion arose that the civil war was a battle be- 
tween Fascism and Communism. But the demo- 
cratic elements soon became more evident 
against the smaller numerical strength of Com- 
munists, syndicalists and anarchists and the 
world has seen the conviction by the Loyalist 
regime of a leftist clique on charges of treason. 


In this may be read a lesson for the United 
States, faced as it is with the problem of the 
preservation of the democratic philosophy in 
other countries of the western hemisphere. 
Democracy cannot be established and main- 
tained without education in the meaning of the 
philosophy of government. Without this, peo- 
ple become the prey of the Fascist-minded, 
willing to strike with fused totalitarian strength 
against a diffused majority striving for exten- 
sion of democracy. 

Unless, in their strength, the people of the 
United States can spread advancement and 
education to the peoples further south, then 
these peoples are left weakened for the virus 
of alien methods which appear momentarily to 
be stronger, fed as they are with the sustenance 
of successful aggression. 


A FRIEND AT COURT 


The south will have a strong friend at court 
after January 1 when Marion Caskie, former 
Alabaman and one-time resident of Atlanta, 
becomes chairman of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission under the rotation system. The 
new chairman has long been a foe of freight 
rate differentials and may be expected to lend 
the weight of his position to a revision of the 
top-heavy structure. 

It is not likely any decision will come in the 
rate plea of the southern governors until well 
into next year, and even then it may be com- 
promised by the impending railroad legislation. 
It is encouraging, though, to know that when 
the decision is made, a southern voice will 
carry its full weight. © : 

The rate system has reached a point at 
which favorable action is necessary if southern 
progress is to be laid on a firm basis. There 
has been considerable propaganda from the 
northern states, complaining of the loss of in- 
dustry to the south because of legitimately 
lower costs of manufacture and operation. But 
little has been heard of southern industry 
losses which have resulted from an unfair rate 
structure into eastern and midwestern markets 
—revealed at the rate hearings last October. 

In the years to come only the insistence of 
the south will prevent a strangulation by north- 
ern industry of an expanding economy, and one 
of the greatest assets in the fight will be a 
friend at court.

GERMANY’S TIMETABLE. 

(From the Louisville’ Courier-Journal.) 
* Georgi Dimitroff, secretary general of the 
Communist Internationale, announced in Moscow 
the other day a timetable of military moves to be 
carried out by the Hitler reich that allegedly had 
come from German sources. As the Nazi regime 
usually works out its plans far in advance, the 
schedule is interesting, but convincing in only 
one item, that the drive to gain the Ukraine would 
not start until 1941. 

According to the timetable, Hungary will be 
attacked in the spring of 1939, Poland in the fall 
of the same year, Yugoslavia, Rumania and Bul- 
garia in 1940 and France, Belgium, Holland, Den- 
mark and Switzerlarid‘in the spring of 1941. 

But why attacks on Hungary, Poland, Yugo- 
slavia, Rumania and Bulgaria? These of neces- 
sity must become subservient to Greater Germany, 
if not vassal states. The orderly procedure of 
consalidating the gains resulting from the Munich 
peace automatically will bring. eastern, central 
and southeastern Europe into the economic and 
political orbit of the Hitler reich. To effect sych 
consolidation there must be peace, of which Ger- 
many will be as desirous as any other country. 

When consolidation is effected, when Germany 
has carried out its vast public works 
when its armament factories have made the nation 
invincible, then it may turn This may 
be in 1941 or even earlier. It may be deferred if 
it entails serious risk. There is no questioning the 
ambitions of Hitler and his Nazi regime, how- 
ever, to carve out for themselves a sizable slice 
of southwestern Russia. ee .

fair to say that no individual in American public life is more 
cherished by the President, or more detested by Conservatives, 
than this man—Harry Lloyd Hopkins. | 

The fire will rake Hopkins from two directions. The Works 
Progress Administration is the most bitterly criticized agency in 
the government. Its flagrantly political management in some states 
has weakened its defenders, while its enemies are envenomed by 
fear of its political power. It, has its friends at court—among them 
anti-New Deal Democratic senators who control the WPA officials 
in their bailiwicks—but even among the most ardent New Dealers 
there is talk of re-examination of relief policy. And Hopkins is 
Works Progress administrator, inventor of the work relief system, 
and the man who sold the idea to the President. 


And th 


Hopkins was also the President’s chief lieutenant in 


last summer’s fruitless purge. He is the closest of White House ad- 
visers on general policy, the most aggressive, and the acknowledg- 
ed leader of the left wing or New Dealer group. As the leader of 
the New Dealers quite as much as in his capacity as WPA ad- 
ministrator, he will be the chief target of rebellious orthodox Dem- 
ocrats and angry Republicans. Every effort will be made to per- 
suade the President to imitate the Isralites, who used to drive an 
annual “scapegoat” into the desert after their priests had cursed 
the poor animal with all the sins of the people for that year. 


SEA-GREEN CORRUPTIBLE Although he will be portrayed 


as an unalloyed monster, there 


is much that is engaging about Harry Hopkins. He is a high-mind- 
ed and idealistic man whose good intentions there is no reason 
to question, whether or not you think them merely more pave- 
ment for hell. He is passionately loyal to the President, financially 
quite disinterested, and well-informed and intelligent. His honest 


ambition is to improve the lot of the common man. 


And at the 


same time, unlike most idealists and reformers, he is a genial fel- 


low, good company and an excellent talker. 


Of all the. adminis- 


tration left-wingers, he has the most varied range of friends, in- 
cluding the racing crowd at Saratoga, with whom he likes to play 
high-stake poker, and Jesse H. Jones, with whom he plays bridge, 
as well as poor social service workers and extreme radicals. 

On the other hand, you can see why he is so hated in his 
pale irregular features, and in his small eyes, set far too close to- 


gether. 


His is the face of a zealot, a “sea-green incorruptible,” 


and he has a zealot’s unpleasant defects. 
A malignant partisan, a believer in the justification of means 
by ends, an attributor of evil motives to those who disagree with 


him—he is all these things. 


Perhaps the best measure of his par- 


tisanship is a story told in this space last week. When your cor- 
respondents first heard ‘that Harry Hopkins had frightened one of 
his Saratoga friends by warning him, “we’re going to spend and 
spend and spend, and tax and tax and tax, and elect and elect 
and elect,” they thought the story either a joke or an exaggeration.

His first real contact with 


Franklin Delano Roosevelt was in the 1928 campaign, when he 
directed Smith’s appeal to doctor’s, nurses, social workers and

After Roosevelt was elected Governor, the two men became 
friends, and, when he established New York’s temporary emer- 
gency relief administration, Roosevelt asked Hopkins to run it. 
From this point, he was brought to Washington in 1933 to run the 
federal emergency relief administration (ironic name), and, once 
here, he was soon‘chosen as a special presidential crony. Today 
if the President makes Hopkins a scapegoat, he will be sending 


his closest friend into the desert.

FAIR ENOUGH

Sounds NEW YORK, Nov. 14. 
Guilty Nobody appreciates the 
* doctor’s service to man- 
kind more than your correspond- 
ent, but this essay will admit that 
the defense of the profession in 
the case of the Philadelphia wom- 
an who bore a baby unattended, 
after several doctors had declined 
to assist, sounds more like a plea 
of guilty than vindication. 
Several professional bleeding 
hearts broke down and bawled 
over the tragedy of this rather 
celebrated mishap, not in honest 
sympathy for the unfortunate 
woman and the babe, but in prop- 
aganda for collective medicine. 
The American Medical Associa- 
tion investigated, and now pre- 
sents its own account of the case 
with a note of satisfaction which 
is not justified by the facts. 


What a —— says: 

“Sunday morning, 
They Say. October 22, at 7 
o’clock, the patient was delivered 
of a six or seven-month still- 
birth at a rooming house to 
which she went only about an 
hour before. Her home address is 
not known, and she was in labor 
on arrival at the rooming house. — 

“She had previously been taken 

to two hospitals by a roomer and 
had been examined and refused 
admission because shé was not 
registered in either as a patient. 
One of the roomers called the ser- 
geant at the police station, who 
failed to call the district physi- 
cian because he said he did not 
wish to disturb him on Sunday. 
The roomer then tried to reach 
five different doctors in the neigh- 
borhood. The first was taking a 
bath and whcn he answered. the 
doorbell no one was there. He 
reported that he had not taken 
care of an obstetrics case in 30 
years. 
- “The second doctor, a specialist 
in diseases of the eye, was asleep 
and did not answer the doorbell. 
The third does -not practice ob- 
stetrics but offered to send an am- 
bulance. This offer was refused. 
The sergeant telephoned a hospi- 
tal, and the assistant chief resi- 
dent offered to call on the woman 
if the police would send a car. On 
his arrival he found the patient 
and the dead infant. He adminis- 
tered treatment and left instruc- 
tons to call the hospital if further 
treatment was necessary. 

“The patient refused to answer 
questions, made no_ statements 
and disappeared one week later. 
It appears that there are ten hos- 
pitals within a distance of from 
three blocks to one and one-half 
miles from the place in which this 
delivery occurred.”

A doctor is a doctor, and a pref- 
erence for localized practice would 
not impress laymen as an excuse 
for refusal of emergency help to 
a stricken human being. The next 
also “does-not practice obstetrics,” 
a fact which may be ignored as of 
no value, but he was asleep, and 
apparently sleeps very soundly. 
The one who offered to send- the 
ambulance doesn’t take advantage 
of the opportunity to do himself 
justice. He doesn’t explain why, 
in this critical moment, he didn’t 
go himself, and the layman is left 
to suspect that the ambulance 
service might have found excuses 
for delay or refusal, considering 
the cold indifference which the 
woman encountered at the two 
hospitals. 

People do impose heartlessly 
on‘ doctors. This woman had an 
obligation {o make inquiries and 
arrangemeits months before. 
While she was having this wretch- 
ed experience a lot of habitual in- 
digents far and wide in this coun- 
try were calling out ambulance 
doctors to treat them for drunken- 
ness, wakefulness, worry and the 
itch. But the Journal of the A. 
M. A. hasn’t exonerated the pro- 
fession in this case. By the Jour- 
nal’s own account it was a mis- 
erable incident, with strong indi- 
cations of heartlessness at the two 
hospitals where a mere paper- 
work formality excluded a des- 
perate penniless person.

world market. It may be possible to work this out. 


_ Certainly it ought to be an improved positon for cotton. As 
things go now, the United States holds up the price on the world 
market for all the cotton of the world, regardless of where it is 
produced. 


The Associated Press recently reproduced the report of an eco- 
nomic price-fixing measure employed in 1633 by Governor John 
Winthrop, of the Massachusetts Bay colony. It was: 

“The scarcity.of workmen have caused them to raise their wages 
to an excessive rate, so as a carpenter would have three shillings 
the day, a laborer two shllings and six pence, etc.; and accordingly 
those who had commodities to sell, advanced their prices some- 
times double to that they cost in England, so as it grew to a gen- 
eral complaint, which the court, taking knowledge of, as also of 
some further evils, which spring out of excessive rates of wages, 
they made an order that carpenters, masons, etc., should take but 
two shillings the day, and laborers but eighteen pence, and that no 
commodity should be sold at above four pence in the shilling more 
than it cost in England.” 

Price-fixing causes friction between consumer and producer. 
When the price is set at a high level there is no guarantee wages 
will be increased. Consequently the purchaser has no more to 
spend and in addition feels angry enough to curtail the amount that 
could be bought. On the other hand, producers, if the price is fixed 
too low, withhold their products. It hasn’t worked. 

The demand now is for unlimited production with domestic sub- 
sidies and price-fixing. The administration leaders say it would be 
impossible to maintan cost-of-production prices in the face of sur- 
pluses which an unrestricted production would create.

When the First and Second 
Lines Retreat, the Third Has 
No Time for Sleep

To the helpless citizen, who has no voice in shaping the affairs 
of nations, the maddening, unforgivable feature of democracy’s gur- 
render to dictators was the want of reason or excuse. The expla- 
nation, if it matters, may be that officials who made the decisions 
suffered some mortal hurt to the spirit during the World War and 
are no longer capable of thinking clearly when danger threatens. ° 

The tragedy began when Mussolini prepared his attack on Ethi- 
opia. The English realized what it meant to them and massed their 
fleet to stop it. 

Friends of liberty, knowing Mussolini could not risk war, begged 
But. Mussolini growled and England backed 
down, outbluffed and shamed before the world. 

Was Mussolini bluffing?. One of his own generals said later in 
print that he would have backed down immediately if England had 
stood fast. He had nothing to fight with- after the first blow. 

When Hitler marched into the Rhineland in violation of treaty, 
and again when he seized Austria, a plain ultimatum from France 
and England would have stopped him in his tracks. There would 
have been no war, for Germany wasn’t prepared for it. 

How do we know? Because Hitler’s own general officers plead- 
ed with him not to invite attack by France. They told him Ger- 
many was too weak to fight. They even threatened to resign in a 


y. 

Surely these general officers knew Germany’s fighting strength 
and degree of preparedness. But Hitler knew that England’s lead- 
ers could be bluffed, so he roared ‘defiance and boasted of Ger- 
many’s mighty air fleet and brazenly took what he desired—includ- 
ing the Sudeten region and mastery of Europe. 

Now, make no mistake about it, he will “take” all of Europe 
and‘the Ukraine. Small countries will hasten to make terms with 
the new emperor. 

In Asia the story was much the same. 

Japan, weak and poor, waited each time until England was tied 
up in Europe and then inched forward. When .the military crowd 
seized Manchuria, the civil government still had power and feared 
trouble with England and America, 

Our secretary of state implored England to join with America 
in stopping Japan while it could be done. But again England’s 
leaders lacked the spirit to act. They wrote notes and made a silly 
gesture through the League—and Japan had a free hand to take 
what she desired. 

She has taken it. Determined men, willing to risk disaster, have 
outbluffed the spineless old rulers of the world and now dominate 
Europe and Asia. The thing is done. 

America alone is uncrippled. God help her if she doesn’t mak 


herself strong, in spirit, in wisdom and in arms, .

called “cold creams,” although 
these may be similar in some re- 
spects. Official ointment of rose 


liquid petrolatum, mineral oil, 
white petrolatum, etc., but only 
spermaceti (substance from head 
of sperm whale) and beeswax 
bleached white and almond oil. 
The official ointment of rose wa- 
ter is therefore kinder to the skin. 
It should be made ug fresh, in 
whatever quantity,will suffice for 
a month or less, by the phar- 
macist, after the formula in his 
Pharmacopoeia.
